resell the caskets, was told county 
police here following the arrest of Mie 
party in the act of robbing two new 
graces in a negro cemetery near At- 
lanta Federal penitentiary. 


Thurinan Jones, one of the men ar- 


rested, confessed. 
He said that one 


otf the coffins which the police found 
In the undertaker's possession had 
been sold many times and that the 
scheme had been worked successfully 
for many months. Penalty for convict 
tion on the charge of grave robbing 
calls for from one to seventy years' 
imprisonment. 


As a result of the disclosures a gen- 


eral dlsinterrnent of todies in a large 
negro cemetery here was begun. The 
graveyard was the scene of wild dis- 
order, with relatives of the dead w eep 
ing and wailing as they dug into thu 
graves of their dead. Sis cases \\here 
the coffins were missing were dis- 
covered the first day.

bing, three Fulton county j>olicemen 
lay in wait at the cemetery one night 
The burial grounds is on a slope al- 
most within the shadow of the federal 
prison walls.

The power washing 
machine, the mangle, vacuum cleaner, 
light cooking utensils, dust rnops and 
dibhwashers that really work, are some 
of the needed things in the home where 
there are children and several grown- 
ups for which to provide. 


Thin cream, when needed for whip- 


ping, may be thickened by using one- 
third o{ a teaspoonful of viscogen to 
each cupful of crearn. Viscogen Is a 
mixture of lime, sugar and -water. To 
prepare it, dissolve nve ounces of sugar 
In ten ounces of water. 
Pour six 


ounces of cold water over two ounces 
of quicklime, stir and strain. Combine 
the two liquids and shake occasionally 
during the next two hours. Allow the 
liquid to settle, then pour off the clear 
liquid and «tore in dark bottles, using 
glass stoppers. If exposed to the light 
and air it darkens and loses Its 
strength. 


To prevent the graining of chocolate 


in sauces, add the chocolate to n little 
hot -water and then add, gradually, the 
sugar and the remainder of the liquid. 


Keep a piece of fine sandpaper in the 


kitchen; it is useful to secure the meat 
grinder from slipping, If fastened to a 
zinc or aluminum covered table. It re- 
moves the scorched food from utensils 
and will be found generally useful. 


If soot is spilled on the rug or car- 


pet, cover with coarse salt and it may 
be removed without leaving a trace. -

Puree of Pea Soup.—Rub a cupful 


of peas through a sieve, add a pint of 
milk, a tablespoonful of finely-minced 
parsley, a bit of onion. Bind with a 
tablespoonful each of flour and butter 
cooked together; season 
well and 


serve with crouton*. Canned or fresh- 
cooked pen* mav be used in this dish. 


Cranberry and Raism Marmalade.— 


Take one quart of cranberries and one 
cupful of water, bring to a boll quick- 
ly. 
As soon as they begin to cook 


mash through a colander; add two 
cupfuls of sit!?ar nnd two cupfuls of 
seeded raisins which have been put 
through the meat grinder. Return to 
the heat and cook slowly for 30 min- 
utes, stirring often.

The purpose of tins parable was to 


correct the misapprehension of the 
disciples as to die immediate establish- 
ment of the kingdom. 
Tflfey were on' 


the way to Jerusalem and they thought 
that immediately upon their arrival 
there Jesus would begin the exercise 
of His kingdom rule. It is to be. 
noted that Jesus did not correct them 
for believing in the reality of the king- 
dom, 
but for belie\mg tluit it .would 


immediately appear. 


I. The Absent Lord (v. 12). 
He pictures His going back to God 


as a nobleman going to receive a king- 
dom. This was a common occurrence 
among them. They knew how some of 
the Herodian family had thus done— 
gone to Rome and secured their ap- 
pointment to rule over Palestine. Jesus 
ascended on lilf\ to receive from God, 
the Father, a kingdom. Let no one 
mistake the certainty of His return, 
though the time be unknown, and the 
event delayed. 


II. The Distribution of the Pounds 


(v. 12). 


These pounds represent 
Christ's 


gifts to His servants.' When Christ 
ascended He gave gifts to men (Eph. 
4:7, 8, 11, 12). To eatfa servant was 
given the same amount, showing that 
to all a certain gift has been given 
and therefore all will be held responsi- 
ble for its use. The distribution was 
made by the sovereign. It was also a 
purposeful distribution. They were to 
put their gifts to use during His ab- 
sence. What the nobleman demanded 
\v-as faithfulness. The pounds were to 
be used for the Master, not for the 
selfish enjoyment of the servant. 


III. The Rebellious Citizens (v. 14). 
They hated Him and sent messen- 


gers after Him, notifying Him of their 
refusal to be subject to Him. This pic- 
tures the unbelief of the Jews after 
Christ's ascension and their repudia- 
tion of His rule. It alsojuctures the 
unbelieving world in its hatred and re- 
jection of Christ 


IV. The Accounting (vv. 15-27). 
1. Its Certainty. Christ will surely 


bring everyone to account for the use 
made of His gifts. He has appointed 
a day in which He shall judge the 
world (Acts 17:31). 


2. Time Of (v. 15). It will take 


place when Jesus comes back to earth. 
At that time B« will summon His 
servants and reckon with them. This 
will take place when He has received 
His kingdom^ 
He will receive His 


kingdom when he asks the Father (Ps. 
2:8). 
3. Rewards Given for Faithfulness 


(vv. 16-19). (1) The first report (vv. 
16, 17). / The pound had gained ten 
pounds. He did not say, "I have made, 
ten pounds," bat "Thy pound hath 
gained ten pounds." He recognized the 
Lord's ownership. To this the Lord 
replied by commendation. He praised 
him and promoted him. He was made 
ruler over ten cities. (2) The second 
report (v. IS). In this case the pound 
«had gained five pounds. He did not 
get the Lord's commendation for he 
had not done so well, but he was ap- 
pointed to a place of rulership over 
five cities. The reward in each case 
was proportioned to faithfulness dur- 
ing the Lord's absence. The principle 
of reward was shown to be that faith- 
fulness in very-, small things prepares 
for larger* responsibilities. 


4. Judgment Upon the Unfaithful 


(w. 20-27). (1) His report (w. 20,21). 
This report was entirely bad. He had 
not put the pound to use, but laid it 
away, throwing the blame upon the 
Lord. He assorted that the character 
of the Lord was such as to produce 
fear. 
Men .ire failing today in their 


service because they have wrong con- 
ceptions of Christ. (2) Commendation 
(vv. 22, 23). The wicked servant i^ 
judged out of his own mouth. His ex- 
cuse increased his guilt. He is called 
wicked. 
(3) Stripped of the pound 


(vv. 
24-2(>). To fail to use one's gifts 


means to lose them. One of the losses 
of the next world will be the depriva- 
tion of what we Iw e now. (4) AVnrn- 
ing (v. 27). Those who reject Christ, 
refusing to submit to Hi«s authority, 
shall share the snmc deprivation ns 
those who are unfaithful in His serv- 
ice.
